Paris, Mach 15 —Germany yesterday 


was called upon by the allied repara- 
tions commission to carry out Article 
235 of the Versailles treaty which sti- 
pulates Germany must pay before May 
1, 1921, the equivalent of twenty bill- 
ion gold marks The treaty provides 
that this payment 
may be made in 


gold, commodities, ships, securities or 
other valuables, and that out of this 
sum the expense of the armies of occu- 
pation are first to be met

the Hamon estate, testified Hamon told 
him to "give Clara some money and 
have her get away." Hamon told him. 
he said, that Clara shot him in hi*, room 
in the dark. Mrs. Jake L. Hamon. the 
widow, the state's last witness, told of 
visits to the connecting rooms in a hotel 
here occupied by Clara Hamon and Jake 
Hamon, when she found a revolver In 
Clara's room.

FEBRUARY WAS SIX DEGREES 


WARMER THAN USUAL 


February was 6.2 degrees warmer 


than the 33-year average at Wooster, 
according to C. A. Patton, weather ob- 
server a tthe Ohio Experiment Station. 


The average daily temperature was 


32.8 
degrees, while the 33-year average 
for February was 26.4. 


The minimum daily temperature was 


15 degrees this is the highest recorded 
minimum for February since 1SS8. 


Twenty-two cloudy days \\ere record- 


ed—four partly cloudy; only two were 
clear. 


At Wooster, January and February 


have had very similar temperatures, 
the 33-year average for January being 
27.1 
degrees and 26.4 for February. 


-On February 10, 1899, a temperature 
of 21 degrees below zero was recorded. 


TOMATO DISEASE HARMFUL 


DURING WARM SEASON 
A disease causing loss to tomato 


growers in greenhouses during the past 
season has been identified by the de- 
jr'artment of botany at the Ohio Exper- 
' mic-nt Station as gray mold drop, or 
Botrytis. 


It was found that the disease gained 


headway whenever moisture conditions 
m the greenhouse were excessive. The 
disease caused serious loss in houses 
which were not ventilated sufficiently. 


Proper 
ventilation 
and 
watering, 
however, has quickly checked develop- 
ment, so that no new infection 
oc- 


curred, except where care was not ob- 
served in the removal of decaped friut 
and diseased fruit .spurs. 
U':oer average greenhouse conditions 
the disease does not frequently make 


appen ranee, but during warm sea- 
sons simile r to that experienced during 
the past V'inter, the disease might be- 
come quite destructive. 


According to careful estimate three 
hours of close study tires the worker 
more than* ten hours at hard physical 
labor.

Plant pathologists and potato grow- 
ers have been cooperating- in' other 
states to- .secure improved seed stock.
